HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  was  founded  by  Mrs.  Lydia  Bradley  in  memory 
of  her  deceased  husband  and  children.  A  charter  was  secured  in  the  fall  of  1896. 
On  April  10th  of  the  following  year,  work  was  begun  upon  two  buildings,  Bradley 
Hall  devoted  to  general  education  and  Horology  Hall,  giving  instruction  in  Watch- 
work,  Jewelry,  Engraving  and  Optics.  Regular  school  work  was  begun  on  October 
4,  1897.  The  death  of  Mrs.  Bradley  occurred  on  January  16,  1908,  just  after  the 
close  of  the  first  decade  in  the  history  of  the  Institute.  Provision  had  been  made 
in  her  will  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the  institution  which  she  had  founded. 

In  1904  a  Station  of  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau  was  established  at  the 
North  end  of  the  campus.  During  the  year  1908-9,  a  gymnasium  building  was 
erected,  containing  a  gymnasium  for  men  and  also  one  for  women,  each  with 
complete  equipment.  In  1911  a  dwelling  house  belonging  to  the  estate  was  de- 
voted to  the  uses  of  the  Home  Economics  Department  as  a  "Practice  House." 
During  the  summer  of  this  year  two  large  factory  buildings  on  Bradley  Avenue, 
adjoining  the  campus,  were  remodeled  for  the  use  of  the  Manual  Arts  Department, 
and  a  large  Power  Plant  furnishing  heat  and  power  for  all  buildings  was  begun. 
In  1918  two  buildings  were  erected  for  the  use  of  the  Automobile  and  the  Tractor 
Departments.  The  Peoria  Musical  College  was  made  a  part  of  the  Institute  in 
June,  1920,  under  the  title  "The  Bradley  Conservatory  of  Music."  This  de- 
partment now  occupies  a  building  suited  to  its  needs  on  Bradley  Avenue. 

At  its  founding  Bradley  Institute,  besides  the  Horological  Department,  offered 
four  years  of  academy  and  two  years  of  college  work.  The  College  courses  are 
classed  under  four  groups— Science,  Literature,  Classics,  Engineering.  A  great 
variety  of  opportunity  was  afforded  for  those  interested  in  Home  Economics, 
Manual  Training,  or  various  forms  of  shop  work  designed  for  vocational  training. 
From  time  to  time  notable  changes  and  additions  in  the  curriculum  have  been 
made — teacher  training  courses  in  Manual  Training  and  Home  Economics,  cover- 
ing either  two  or  four  years  of  college  work,  the  latter  giving  the  B.  S.  degree; 
a  Summer  School,  the  Evening  Classes,  a  Vocational  School,  an  Automobile 
School,  a  winter  course  in  the  Tractor,  and  the  Conservatory  of  Music.  In  1920, 
due  to  the  generous  support  of  Peoria  citizens  and  present  and  former  students 
of  the  Institute,  many  new  general  college  courses  were  added,  leading  to  the  A.B. 
and  B.  S.  degrees.  The  Academy  is  being  dropped  one  year  at  a  time.  Only  the 
fourth  year  remains. 

The  United  States  Government  made  important  use  of  the  Institute  during 
the  war.  An  Army  School  for  Mechanics,  Camp  Bradley,  was  established  in 
April,  1918.  Four  successive  detachments  of  from  300  to  500  men  were  stationed 
at  Bradley  for  intensive  training  covering  in  each  case  an  eight  weeks'  period. 
Automobile  Mechanism,  Blacksmithing,  Machine  Shop,  Carpentry,  Instrument 
Repair,  Practical  Electricity,  Gunsmithing,  Lens  Grinding,  and  the  Tractor  were 
the  subjects  taught.  In  September,  1918,  a  unit  of  the  S  A  T  C  was  added.  The 
soldiers  were  quartered  in  the  Gymnasium  and  in  barracks  erected  for  that  pur- 
pose. Temporary  changes  were  made  in  other  buildings  to  meet  the  need.  The 
Government  was  most  cordial  in  its  appreciation  of  the  effective  work  done  at 
Bradley. 


Since  the  founding  of  the  Institute  in  1S97,  many  thousand  youiij;  men  and 
young  women  have  enjoyed  its  privileges.  Its  graduates  already  number  more 
than  a  thousand  and  may  be  found  actively  engaged  in  helpful  work  in  practically 
every  state  of  the  Union. 

Location 

Bradley  Institute  is  located  at  the  western  edge  of  the  City  of  Peoria  in  one  of 
its  best  residence  districts.     It  occupies  an  attractive  campus  of  about  25  acres. 

Peoria  is  a  prosperous  city  of  about  80,000  inhabitants  and  is  the  center  of  a 
much  larger  population.  It  is  well  fitted  to  be  the  location  of  college  and  voca- 
tional training  by  reason  of  its  situation, — almost  at  the  center  of  the  great  state 
of  Illinois  and  in  a  rich  farm  district— its  size,  the  number  and  variety  of  its  manu- 
factories, the  unusual  purity  of  its  water  supply,  its  excellent  libraries,  news- 
papers, and  schools.  It  presents  remarkable  advantages  of  railway  and  traction 
service.  In  short,  it  offers  the  benefits  of  a  large  city  and  few,  if  any,  of  its  dis- 
advantages. 


Divisions  of  the  Institute 


The  Institute  has  two  departments: 

I.  The  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  whose  work  is  described  in  some  detail 
above. 

II.  The  Horological  School,  to  which  this  catalogue  is  devoted.  This  de- 
partment occupies  a  separate  building  upon  the  same  campus,  and  offers  the  most 
complete  and  thorough  instruction  to  be  found  in  America  in  all  that  pertains  to 
watchmaking  and  kindred  trades. 


The  Horological  School 


THE  Horological  School  of  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute  is  a  continuation 
of  the  Parsons  Horological  Institute.  This  school  was  founded  by  J.  R. 
Parsons  of  LaPorte,  Indiana,  in  the  year  1886.  It  was  brought  to  Peoria 
by  Mrs.  Lydia  Bradley  in  1892,  receiving  from  her  at  that  time,  and  continuously 
thereafter,  substantial  aid  and  encouragement.  In  1897  it  became  a  part  of 
Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute,  which  was  in  that  year  founded  and  endowed  by 
Mrs.  Bradley.  A  new  building,  large  and  thoroughly  adapted  to  the  work,  was 
erected — the  only  building  that  has  been  erected  in  America  exclusively  for  the 
purpose  of  a  Horological  School.  From  that  time  the  Horological  Department 
has  been  an  integral  part  of  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute,  under  the  care  of  the 
Trustees  and  the  Director. 

In  1910  since  the  original  building  had  proved  too  small  for  the  student  de- 
mand, an  addition  was  made  to  Horology  Hall  extending  all  stories  and  affording 
about  one-third  more  space  on  each  floor. 

During  the  war  the  U.  S.  Government  was  given  almost  exclusive  use  of  the 
Horological  Building.  All  possible  space  was  utilized  and  instruction  given  to 
men  in  training  in  the  Army  School  for  Mechanics  in  lens  grinding,  gunsmithing, 
and  the  repair  of  fine  instruments,  chiefly  those  connected  with  the  aeroplane 
service.

General  Aim  and  Plan 


Advantages  of  a  School.  A  School  has  become  recognized  by  all  un- 
biased and  reliable  judges  as  the  best  place  to  learn  the  watchmaker's 

trade.  The  professional  watchmaker,  or  ''jeweler,"  as  he  is  called,  well  under- 
stands what  a  Horological  School  is,  and  usually  realizes  so  fully  the  skill  and  knowl- 
edge required  in  his  trade  as  to  be  convinced  that  training  for  it  must  be  careful 
and  thorough,  and  that  this  training  is  best  obtained  in  a  school. 

To  others  a  word  of  explanation  may  be  in  place.  The  jewelry  store  usually 
combines  the  following  lines  of  trade:  Watchwork,  Engraving,  Jewelry  and  Optics. 
Successful  work  in  any  of  these  trades  requires  great  skill  of  hand,  and  also  a  large 
amount  of  technical  knowledge.  This  is  true  especially  of  watchwork  and  watch- 
work  is  in  most  cases  by  far  the  most  important  branch.  Skill  and  knowledge 
are  more  necessary  for  success  in  these  days  than  ever  before. 

How  and  Where?  The  all  important  question  is,  "How  and  where  shall 
this  skill  and  knowledge  be  gained?"  There  are  but  two  ways  to  get  train- 
ing— the  apprentice  system  and  the  school. 

The  apprentice  system  in  a  legal  sense  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  It  really  does 
not  exist  at  the  present  time  but  the  word  "apprentice"  is  often  used  to  apply  to 
a  young  man  who  goes  into  a  Jewelry  Store  and  tries  to  learn  by  observation  and 
such  practice  as  he  can  chance  to  get.  The  young  man  who  follows  this  plan 
makes  a  great  mistake.  He  gets  little  or  no  instruction  because  the  proprietor 
and  his  helpers  are  too  busy  with  the  requirements  of  their  trade,  with  the  duties 
of  their  business.  They  naturally  let  the  apprentice  work  day  after  day  at  the 
thing  he  has  learned — whereas  he  ought  to  go  on  to  a  new  piece  of  work.  Then, 
too,  the  apprentice  is  given  innumerable  tasks  which  do  not  help  him  to  an  under- 
standing of  his  trade.  His  employer  has  little  time  or  interest  to  explain  or  assist 
or  to  see  that  the  apprentice  gets  a  proper  variety  of  work.  Thus  the  apprentice 
works  for  several  years,  making  himself  useful  to  his  employer,  it  is  true,  but 
making  little  real  advance  in  a  thorough  and  comprehensive  understanding  of 
his  trade.  He  has  no  systematic  knowledge.  He  knows  only  such  parts  of  his 
business  as  have  chanced  to  be  placed  in  his  hands  by  the  man  for  whom  he  works. 

Why  Attend  Bradley.  The  Bradley  Horological  School  cures  all  of 
these  evils.  The  student  at  this  school  devotes  his  whole  time  to  a  rapid  acquire- 
ment of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  various  branches  of  his  trade.  He  has 
ample  application  in  practice  at  the  bench,  and,  in  a  comparatively  short  time, 
becomes  master  of  his  calling,  and  rea^y  to  command  high  wages. 

The  teachers  at  the  Bradley  Horological  School  do  not  attempt  to  carry  on 
a  private  business  as  a  side  line  along  with  their  teaching,  as  is  done  in  many 
schools  which  advertise  to  give  instruction  in  Watchwork.  Bradley  is  a  School 
and  nothing  else.  The  teachers  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  teach.  There  is  no 
temptation  to  neglect  the  student  in  order  to  care  for  private  business.  It  is  to 
the  interest  of  the  Bradley  instructors  to  assist  the  student  and  render  it  possible 
for  him  to  advance  as  rapidly  as  his  ability  and  application  permit.  Each  in- 
structor is  an  expert  and  specialist  in  his  own  line,  with  trade  experience  as  well  as 
school  training. 
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Bradley  the  Pioneer.  Horological  Schools  have  long  been  established  in 
European  countries.  In  America  the  Bradley  Horological  School  is  the 
pioneer,  and  serves  as  a  model.  Within  the  past  few  years  several  other  schools 
have  been  started  in  imitation  of  it,  but  possessing  neither  building  or  equipment, 
nor  teaching  force  which  could  for  a  moment  be  compared.  Those  interested  are 
urged  to  visit  different  schools  and  judge  for  themselves. 

Other  Advantages.  Of  course  the  best  school  should  contain  departments 
in  which  the  student  can  learn  any  one  or  all  of  the  allied  trades.  Such  a  school 
must  be  of  considerable  size,  since  it  must  contain  rooms  for  the  various  depart- 
ments, and  must  have  special  teachers  for  the  different  branches.  One  man  may 
practice  several  trades,  but  the  teacher  should  be  especially  expert  and  learned 
in  his  own  branch,  and  should  be  able  therefore  to  give  his  undivided  attention 
to  that.  Bradley  Horological  School,  with  separate  rooms  and  special  teachers, 
is  fully  prepared  to  teach  all  branches  of  the  work,  and  is  the  best  place  to  secure 
the  fullest  training  in  one  or  all  of  these  branches. 

Practical  Work.  Finally,  a  school  must  be  practical.  This  school  does  not 
stop  with  telling  or  showing  the  student  how,  nor  does  it  allow  the  teacher  to  do 
the  work  for  the  student;  we  do  not  give  a  student  credit  for  knowing  how  to 
make  any  piece  until  he  has  actually  done  it  unaided.  To  this  end  the  students 
work  eight  hours  a  day  at  the  bench,  with  a  teacher  constantly  at  hand  to  explain 
the  difficulties.     "Theory"  is  not  neglected,  but  is  kept  in  its  proper  place. 

An  Attractive  Trade.  The  person  who  learns  Watchmaking  and  Jewelry 
is  preparing  himself  for  one  of  the  most  attractive  lines  of  business  and  also  one 
which  is  highly  remunerative.  He  can  command  high  wages  immediately  and 
with  only  a  short  period  of  preparation.  He  is  also  in  line  to  take  charge  of  a  busi- 
ness for  himself  if  he  should  so  desire.  Any  person  with  reasonable  mechanical 
ability  is  justified  in  undertaking  Horological  training  and  can  hope  to  be  fully 
successful. 

Women  Students.  Work  at  Bradley  Horological  School  is  as  appropriate 
for  women  as  for  men.  There  is  nothing  in  the  course  which  they  cannot  do  and 
in  some  lines,  especially  Engraving,  they  are  apt  to  be  more  proficient  than  men. 
There  are  always  women  students  at  the  Bradley  Horological. 

Individual  Instruction.  Many  of  the  students  who  come  to  the  school 
have  had  no  preparation  for  the  work  and  must  begin  at  the  bottom  with  the  most 
elementary  phases.  Others  may  have  been  in  the  trade  in  some  Jewelry  Store 
for  some  time,  or  in  other  cases,  have  formerly  been  at  a  Horological  School  but 
feel  the  need  of  additional  training,  or  although  experienced  and  proficient  in 
certain  lines,  are  conscious  of  a  lack  in  other  directions.  All  of  these  classes  of 
students  are  welcome  at  the  Bradley  Horological  School. 

A  man  who  has  some  training  already  is  not  required  to  do  over  again  the 
things  he  can  do  well.  He  is  advanced  rapidly  to  the  work  which  is  new  and  for 
which  he  came.  The  aim  is  to  put  every  man  where  he  belongs  and  to  permit  no 
waste  energy.  Instruction  is  individual  and  every  person's  progress  is  measured 
by  his  own  ability  and  devotion  to  his  work. 


Building  and  Equipment 


Horology  Hall  occupies  one  of  the  most  prominent  locations  on  Bradley 
Campus.  It  is  constructed  of  Bedford  stone  and  is  unusually  attractive  and 
artistic  in  its  exterior.  It  would  invite  attention  anywhere  for  its  architectural 
beauty  and  since  it  was  designed  for  exclusive  use  as  a  Horological  School,  the 
interior  is  planned  with  an  adaptation  to  practical  needs  which  could  not  other- 
wise be  secured.  There  are  two  stories  and  a  basement.  The  building  is  one 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  long  by  forty  feet  wide,  with  a  clock  tower  at  the  center. 

The  basement,  whose  floor  is  but  little  lower  than  the  ground  level,  is  devoted 
to  Jewelry  and  the  Clock  Department.  The  first  floor  contains  offices  and  a 
material  room,  and  a  large  room  devoted  to  the  teaching  of  elementary  Watch- 
work.  On  the  second  floor  is  a  finishing  department  where  advanced  Watch- 
work  and  Engraving  are  taught.  There  is  also  a  separate  room  for  Drafting,  an 
experimental  room,  and  a  large  class  room  for  Optics.  The  general  lectures  re- 
ferred to  on  page  00  are  also  given  in  this  room. 

The  entire  building  is  heated  by  steam,  and  lighted  by  electricity.  All  the 
rooms  are  large,  light  and  well  ventilated. 

There  are  two  hundred  outside  or  window-lit  benches,  and  over  seventy-five 
inside  benches — all  this  without  any  crowding,  and  there  is  still  plenty  of  room 
for  more  benches  should  necessity  require  it. 

Each  bench  is  supplied  with  electric  light.  Each  department  is  supplied  with 
a  large  sink  and  running  water  for  washing  work. 

The  Bradley  Horological  School  has  recently  installed  a  wireless  outfit.  Time 
is  received  daily  at  11  A.  M.  and  at  9  P.  M.  from  the  Arlington  Station,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  and  at  12  M.  and  8  P.  M.  from  Springfield,  Iflinois.  Great  interest  is 
taken  at  Bradley  Institute  in  wireless  work.  A  radio  club  open  to  all  who  are 
interested  has  been  formed.     This  meets  every  two  weeks. 

The  equipment  of  each  department  will  be  described  under  the  statement 
of  the  department. 


HOROLOGY  HALL 
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DEPARTMENTS 


The  Bradley  Horological  School  comprises  six  divisions  or  departments, 

1 — Elementary  Watchwork  4 — Engraving 

2 — Clock  Repair  5 — Jewelry 

3 — Finishing  6 — Optics. 

These  are  described  in  detail  in  the  succeeding  pages.  A  student  may  take  work 
in  any  one  or  all  of  these  departments,  as  may  seem  best  after  consultation  with 
the  Dean. 


Elementary  Watchwork 


Equipment — One  No.  3  American  Watch  Co.'s  bench  lathe  and  attach- 
ments, viz.  Two  slide  rests,  face  plate,  two  universal  chucks,  independent  jaw 
chuck,  grinder,  thread-cutting  attachment,  and  an  assortment  of  split  chucks. 

One  Damaskeening  machine,  and  the  necessary  shafting,  counter-shafting, 
with  forward  and  back  speed,  etc. 

Eighty-six  individual  benches,  supplied  with  foot  wheels  and  lathes  with  at- 
tachments. 

Section  A — Filing  is  the  foundation  of  all  mechanical  work.  In  this  section 
students  are  taught  to  make  some  of  the  small  tools,  such  as  drills,  countersinks, 
jewel  gravers,  jewel  burnishers,  screw  taps;  they  learn  the  use  of  grinding  mate- 
rials; coloring  and  polishing.  This  is  in  order  to  give  them  the  foundation  of 
practical  watchwork. 

Section  B — Lathe  work  is  a  very  necessary  part  of  watchwork,  and  in  this 
section  the  students  take  up  turning  on  a  watchmaker's  lathe. 

In  acquiring  the  use  of  the  lathe  a  few  articles  are  turned  up  which  will  be 
found  useful  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  work. 

The  following  articles  are  made  before  entering  upon  regular  watch-work: 
Center  punch,  round  burnishers,  hair  spring  colletor,  jewel  pushers,  tapers  for 
lathe,  cement  brass,  drilling  rest,  large  and  small  screws  (harden  and  blue),  square 
shoulders  on  four  millimeter  wire,  grind  and  polish,  cone  pivots,  large  balance 
staffs,  centering  wires,  etc. 

Section  G — In  this  section  lathe  and  escapement  work  of  all  kinds  is  taken 
up,  such  as  turning  staffs,  setting  jewels,  figuring  size  and  fitting  lost  pinions, 
choosing  and  fitting  cylinders,  staking  on  and  truing  wheels,  making  collets, 
drilling  for  pivots  and  pivoting,  slide  rest  work,  wheel  cutting,  damaskeening. 
Instruction  is  given  in  setting  pallet  stones,  adjusting  the  banking  pins,  drop, 
let-off,  locking,  fork  and  roller  action,  fitting  jewel  pins  to  fork,  etc. 

The  following  list  which  the  student  is  required  to  execute  in  a  satisfactory 
manner,  will  be  found  to  be  of  practical  use  to  all  watchmakers,  and  the  mechan- 
ical ideas  gained  in  going  through  this  list  will  also  be  of  value  in  the  more  advanced 
work,  which  follows  in  the  finishing  department:

1 .  Making  barrel  head  and  uprighting. 

2.  Making  case  springs  to  fit  watch. 

3.  Making  Square  shoulder  pivots,   1   milli- 

meter to  6-10  (4  sizes). 

4.  Making  cone  pivots  to  guage,    10  to  6,

5.  Turning  staffs  to  measurements. 

G.     Turning    staffs    for    3-arm    balance    and 
truing  balance. 

7.  Turning    staffs    for    expansion    balance, 

truing  and  poising. 

8.  Turning  staffs  to  fit  watches,  poise  and 

true. 

9.  Making  hair-spring  collets. 

10.  Colleting   hair-springs   and   overcoiling. 

11.  Vibrating    hair-spring,    16,200    to    18,000 

vibrations. 

12.  Fitting  hair  springs  to  watches  and  timing

13.  Making  stem-wind  wheels,  bevel  wheel  of 

brass    and    crown   wheel    of   steel    and 
polished. 

14.  Turning  hollow  center  pinion  to  fit  watch. 


15.  Making  centersquare  to  fit  same. 

16.  Finding  size  of  cannon  pinion  and  fitting. 

17.  Fitting  dial  wheel  to  same  watch. 

18.  Fitting  third  wheel  and  pinion. 

19.  Fitting  fourth  wheel  and  pinion. 

20.  Fitting  cylinders  to  watch. 

21.  Putting  plug  in  Cylinder. 

22.  Pivoting  plain  wires,  square  shoulder,  2  to 

5-10  pivots. 

23.  Pivoting  plain   wires,    cone  pivots,   2   to 

5-10. 

24.  Pivoting  staffs  for  watch. 

25.  Setting  jewels  in  plate,  two  set  in  plate, 

two  with  screws  and  two  burnished  one 
hole  and  cap  jewel  in  balance  cock. 

26.  Making  Swiss  bridge  and  jeweling. 

27.  Fitting  main  spring  and  hook  in  barrel. 

28.  Making  three  dozen  pivot  drills. 

29.  Putting  three  teeth  in  large  wheel. 

30.  Setting  pallet  stones. 


All  the  work  finished  in  this  department  becomes  the  property  of  the  student, 
after  having  been  passed  on  for  grade  by  the  instructor  in  charge. 

If  the  student  desires,  he  is  taught  how  to  design,  calculate  and  make  the  parts 
of  a  large  escapement  model.  The  work  on  this  model  is  the  best  way  to  learn 
thoroughly  the  form  and  action  of  the  escapement,  and  the  model  when  com- 
pleted, is  valuable  as  an  advertisement  in  the  watch-maker's  business. 


II— Clock  Department 


In  this  department  the  student  is  taught  to  repair  all  forms  of  clocks,  including 
calender  and  French  clocks. 
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ESCAPEMENTS 


—Finishing  Department 


STUDENTS  are  admitted  to  the  Finishing  Department  only  after  they  have 
demonstrated  their  abihty,  either  by  completing  the  work  of  the  Elementary 
Department,  or  by  passing  an  examination. 
The  study  of  the  lever,  duplex,   cylinder  and  chronometer  escapements  is 
accomplished  by  the  aid  of  large  drawings  and  models,  afterwards  by  actual  work 
in  ordinary  sized  movements,  thus  giving  theoretical  and  practical  work. 

Students  are  taught  to  make  or  replace  any  lost  or  broken  parts  in  a  workman- 
like manner;  to  make  cutters  for  cutting  wheels,  pinions,  etc.,  when  necessary. 
Advanced  students  are  taught  to  cut  and  fit  escape-wheels  for  chronometer, 
duplex  or  lever  movements. 

Chronographs,  repeating  watches  and  all  complicated  work  are  given  to  stu- 
dents when  they  are  competent  to  handle  it. 

Adjusting  in  temperature,  position  and  isochronism  is  a  feature  of  the  depart- 
ment of  which  many  old  workmen  of  years  of  experience  have  repeatedly  availed 
themselves. 

Equipment 

The  equipment  of  the  Finishing  Department  consists  of  thirty  individual 
benches,  each  equipped  with  the  latest  genuine  American  lathes,  countershafts, 
foot  wheels, etc. 

This  department  is  supplied  with  the  necessary  attachments  fitting  all  lathes, 
such  as  wheel  cutters,  milling  attachments,  pivot  polishers,  jeweling  calipers, 
grinders,  etc.,  so  that  each  student  can  do  all  of  the  work  at  his  own  bench,  and 
not  obliged  to  move  from  place  to  place  to  accomplish  his  work. 

A  fine  transit  instrument  has  recently  been  added  which  will  give  the  advanced 
students  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  method  of  taking  observations  from  the 
sun. 

A  chronometer  is  at  the  disposal  of  students  of  this  department  for  rating 
watches  and  adjusting.    . 

Compound  microscope,  for  examining  and  photographing  small  pieces. 

Constant  temperature  oven  and  ice-box  for  adjusting  in  heat  and  cold. 

Drawing 

In  connection  with  the  finishing  department  there  is  a  class  in  drafting,  where 
the  theoretical  escapement  work  is  taught;  also  the  designing  of  new  work,  watch 
and  chronometer  movements,  etc.  Students  completing  this  course  have  a 
valuable  set  of  drawings  for  reference  after  leaving  the  Institute.  The  number  in 
this  class  is  limited  to  twenty-four,  having  six  hours  work  each  week.  A  com- 
plete set  of  instruments  is  provided  for  the  individual  use  of  each  student.  Many 
of  the  drawings  are  finished  in  water  color,  and  make  very  attractive  decorations 
for  the  store. 

The  school  reserves  the  right  to  retain  for  six  months,  drawings  and  escape- 
ments qf  special  merit,  for  the  purpose  of  exhibition;  after  the  six  months  these 
will  be  returned  to  the  student. 
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SPECIMENS  OF    ENGRAVING 
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IV— Engraving  Department 

THE  work  of  designing  is  first  taken  up,  including  the  several  styles  of  alpha- 
bets more  in  vogue,  Old  English,  script,  block,   etc.     Next  the  student 
learns  ciphers  and  monograms,  scroll  work,  etc.,  after  which  the  students  are 
led  step  by  step  to  the  more  difficult  problems  of  transferring  their  designs  to 
metal  by  use  of  the  graver. 

Students  who  are  naturally  good  in  designing  will  get  through  this  department 
in  from  six  weeks  to  three  months. 


Equipment 

Engraving  equipment  consists  of  various  books  and  charts  of  alphabets, 
monograms,  ciphers,  inscriptions,  etc.,  besides  numerous  metal  plates  of  engraved 
designs  of  all  kinds  and  styles  of  engraving  used  by  the  trade. 


Special  Tuition  Fee  for  Engraving  Alone 

To  students  who  wish  to  take  engraving  alone  a  special  rate  of  twenty  dollars 
per  month  is  allowed,  if  paid  in  advance.     Otherwise  twenty-five  dollars. 


CLASS   IN  DRAFTING 
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V — Jewelry  Department 


THE  instruction  in  the  Jewelry  Department,  or  what  might  be  called  the  gold 
and  silversmith's  branch  of  the  trade,  is  calculated  to  give  the  student  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  art  of  working  up  precious  metals  and  repairing 
jewelry  of  all  kinds.  The  department  is  thoroughly  equipped  with  all  necessary 
tools  and  machinery;  it  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  practical  jewelry  repairer 
and  manufacturer.  Work  taught  in  this  department  consists  of  alloying,  casting, 
rolling  and  drawing  of  gold  and  silver  for  new  jewelry;  making  of  medals  in  gold 
and  silver,  class,  and  society  pins,  the  setting  of  precious  stones,  enameling, 
plating  and  Roman  coloring,  hard  soldering,  and  all  practical  and  up-to-date 
methods  of  repairing  jeweh'y. 

Equipment 

Equipment  of  Jewelry  Department  consists  of  one  large  power  fiat  roll,  one 
hand  roll  with  square,  fiat  and  ring  rolls;  three  large  hand  rolls  for  flat,  oval  and 
square  stock;  draw  bench,  including  draw  plates  for  making  wire;  two  ring  bend- 
ers; batteries  and  dynamo  for  plating;  three  polishing  lathes;  one  shaper;  one 
sensitive  drill  press,  one  large  screw  cutting  lathe  six-foot  bed  with  all  attach- 
ments; one  foot  power  lathe  and  drill  press;  one  gas  furnace  with  blower,  one  sand 
blast  outfit,  one  enameling  furnace.  All  above  machinery  run  by  power.  One 
drop  press,  one  screw  press,  one  power  press  with  numerous  dies  and  punches. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  an  individual  bench,  with  drawer  for  tools, 
materials,  etc.,  and  zinc-lined  apron  for  catching  filings  and  clippings  resulting 
from  handling  gold  and  silver. 

Lectures  on  Jewelry  repair  work  and  manufacturing  will  be  given,  taking  up 
ordinary  repairing,  stone-setting,  jewelry  designing,  model  making,  gilding,  and 
enameling.

VI— Department  of  Optics 

THE  Institute  gives  an  excellent  course  in  practice  and  theory  of  Optics. 
This  course  consists  of  a  series  of  lectures  on  refraction,  given  by  the  Dean, 
supplemented  by  lectures  and  clinics  by  one  of  the  most  skilled  and  experi- 
enced oculists  in  Peoria.     The  length  of  the  course  is  twelve  weeks,   with  three 
exercises  per  week,  two  hundred  hours  study. 

The  course  includes  the  study  of  reflection  and  refraction  of  light,  lenses, 
prisms;  physical  structure  of  the  eye;  errors  of  refraction  and  the  remedies;  in 
brief,  everything  that  an  optician  needs  for  actual  business.  The  equipment 
includes  all  modern  apparatus  for  the  examination  and  testing  of  the  eye.

OPTICAL  APPARATUS 
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LECTURE  ROOM 


Lessons  on  Theory  and  Practice 

THE  evening  studies  consist  of  a  series  of  theoretical  lectures  on  the  various 
Escapements,  Drafting  Escapements,  Movements,  etc.,  Depthing,  Spring- 
ing, Timing,  Adjusting  to  Position,  Temperature  and  Isochronism. 
Many  of  the  lectures  are  profusely  illustrated  with  the  stereopticon  by  the 
aid  of  pliotographs  of  the  minute  parts  made  with  the  microscope,  showing  plainly 
many  things  almost  invisible  to  the  naked  eye. 

The  following  subjects  are  taken  up  in  these  lectures: 

Time:  Scientific  methods  of  its  measurements  and  history  of  instruments  used  in  its  deter- 
mination. 

U.  S.  Naval  Observatory,  and  its  method  of  sending  standard  time. 

Iron  and  Steel:  Illustrated  by  micrographs,  showing  the  effect  of  over-heating  or  "burn- 
ing," case-hardening,  expansion  in  hardening,  etc. 

Adjusting  to  Temperature:  Showing  the  effect  of  heat  and  cold  on  the  compensating  bal- 
ance and  pendulum. 

Refraction  in  the  Human  Eye:  Showing  how  errors  of  refraction  are"corrected  by  the  use 
of  glasses. 

The  Cause  of  the  Stoppage  )?  Watches:  How  to  examine  and  find  causes;  best  way  to 
repair.     How  to  buy  and  sell,  how  to  wait  on  customers. 

How  to  Take  In  and  Let  Out  Work:     What  to  warrant  and  what  not  to  warrant. 

Business  Management:     Buying  goods;  keeping  stock;  treatment  of  customers.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Expenses 


Rates  of  Tuition.  For  Tuition  in  all  departments  except  Optics,  namely 
Watchwork,  Engraving,  Jewelry,  Clock  Repair,  the  following  are  the  rates. 

$20.00  per  month  for  the  first  three  months  if  paid  in  advance  monthly,  other- 
wise $25.00  per  month.  $15.00  per  month  after  the  first  three  months  if  paid  in 
advance  monthly,  otherwise  $20.00. 

If  payment  is  made  in  advance  for  a  considerable  period,  the  following  re- 
duced rates  are  offered. 

9  months $135.00 

12  months 175 .  00 

15  months 215.00 

In  case  a  student  leaves  school  before  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  he  has  paid,  he  is  charged 
for  the  time  which  he  has  attended,  and  the  balance  is  refunded.  In  refunding  no  allowance  wiU 
be  made  for  a  fractional  part  of  a  month. 

The  fee  for  Optics,  to  students  enrolled  in  other  departments,  is  $25.00;  to 
those  who  take  Optics  only,  $35.00. 

The  Tuition  rates  stated  above  include  the  free  use  of  lathes  and  attachments, 
vises  and  other  tools  belonging  to  general  equipment. 

In  considering  expense,  do  not  forget  that,  if  you  are  going  to  spend  time  and 
pay  living  expenses  while  attending  a  school,  it  will  pay  you  to  attend  the  best 
school  in  the  country. 

Tools.  Benches,  lathes  and  attachments,  foot  wheels,  vises  and  other  tools 
of  general  equipment  are  supplied  by  the  school. 

Students  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  tools  entrusted  to  them,  and  will  be 
expected  to  return  them  in  as  good  condition  as  they  receive  them,  ordinary  wear 
and  tear  taken  into  consideration.  A  cash  deposit  of  $5.00  is  required  for  the 
return  of  the  tools  so  issued;  this  deposit  is  refunded  when  you  have  finished 
your  course  and  all  tools  are  returned  in  good  order. 

Tools  which  the  student  must  own  are  those  generally  used  in  the  trade;  they 
can  be  purchased  at  the  school  or  from  any  material  house. 

Material.  The  school  furnishes  free  one  piece  of  each  kind  of  material  used; 
other  material  needed  is  supplied  at  reasonable  rates  at  the  Material  Room.  With 
care  and  economy  a  student  can  get  along  with  an  expense  of  about  $10.00  for 
material  for  the  course;  some  have  completed  their  work  for  much  less  even  than 
this  amount. 

Room  and  Board.  Good  rooms  and  board  can  be  obtained  near  the  Insit- 
tute  at  reasonable  rates. 

Students  should  come  direct  to  the  Horological  building  and  consult  the  list 
of  places  for  room  and  board  which  is  kept  at  the  office. 
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Diplomas 


Diplomas  are  given  to  students,  who  satisfactorily  complete  the  work  and  pass 
the  final  examination  in  the  following  departments:  Watchwork,  Optics. 


Positions

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Requirements  for  Entering

that  students  must  be  at  least  sixteen  years  of  age. 

Women  students  are  admitted  to  all  departments. 

All  students  are  required  to  furnish  satisfactory  references;  preferably  from 
teachers  or  previous  employers. 


School  Session 

The  school  is  in  session  throughout  the  year,  excepting  legal  holidays  and 
Convocation  and  Founder's  Day  of  Bradley  Polytechnic  Institute.  Students 
can  enter  at  any  time. 

Conduct 

The  school  is  conducted  solely  with  a  view  to  giving  the  student  the  best  pos- 
sible opportunity  for  advancement  in  every  respect;  the  faculty  makes  regulations 
to  accomplish  this,  and  all  students  must  conduct  themselves  accordingly. 

The  school  reserves  the  right  to  dismiss  any  student  whose  conduct  in  school 
or  outside  is  considered  injurious  in  any  way  whatsoever  to  the  general  good  of 
the  school. 

Any  student  who  is  in  earnest  and  does  not  abuse  his  privileges,  will  find  all 
possible  encouragement.

Last  year  the  exhibit 
included  nineteen  classes  of  work. 

The  Chorus — The  work  of  the  Chorus  is  to  give  training  in  singing  and  in  the 
interpretation  of  the  best  music.  Membership  is  open  to  students  and  friends 
of  the  Institute.     The  Chorus  numbers  about  eighty  voices.
